Nearly all of the species of Hynienoptera desci'ilxHl in this conti'i* 
hntion wei’e received from Kev. Kohert E. Brown, S. d., wilhiii the 
past six weeks, and, since my last paper. Additions to the recorded 
Hymenopteroiis Fauna of the Phili))})ine Islands, went to press. 
Mnny are in o*enera not before' noticed in the islands. The' ne'W oemis, 
was taken l)y MissP. S. Ludlow on the Island of Mindanao, 
and is the first represe'ntative of the tril>e Xoridini found in the 
Archipela^'o. 

Family CFIRC )PALID.F. 

I. PSEUDAGENIA RUFOFEMORATA, new species. 

FriiUib \—Length al)out 7 mm. P)lack, subojiaque, and clothed with 
an appressed whitish pubes(*ence, slightly silvery beneath the antennie, 
on the ante'rior margin of the clypeus broadly, tin' chee'ks, tin' pleura, 
the coxje beneath, the metanotum posteriorly, and on the sides of the 
dorsal abdominal segments the dorsal abdominal segnn'nts 4, 5 
and the base of the (>th are rather dens('ly pubescent; tlu' head on the 
vei tex and in front and the thorax ai‘e very elosc'ly. Hnely punctate, 
opacjue; the inetathoi-ax has a median longitudinal (h*i)ression or fui'- 
row; tlie palpi, except the tii‘st joint of tin' maxillary palpi, which is 
fuscous and stouter than the others, are ])ale f(‘rruginous; the h'gs, 
except the front tibia' ainl the middle and IuikI fi'inora which are red, 
and the front tarsi which are fuscous, are black: claws bifid; the 
tirst and second segments of the abdomen are without pubescence and 
are smooth and shining. Wings hyaline or at most only faintly tinted; 
the costal veins and the stignna are brown-black, the other veins ferru¬ 
ginous. The pronotum is transvei'se, not more than half as long as 
the mesonotum.

8iiial!er, less dens(‘ly })ii})eseent, and more shining, the pnnetiiation 
ditierent and with ditl'erent eolored legs, the palpi being entirely fer¬ 
ruginous. The middle and hind eoxa\ tlieir femora, and the base of 
the hind tibiiw are red: the front legs, exee]:>t the eoxa?, trochanters, 
except narrowly at apex, and the base of the femoi-a. which are black, 
are dark brownish, the rest of the legs are lilack, or fuscous black; 
the thoi-ax, although shiny, is tiiiel}" shagi’eened, tlie pronotiim with 
some sparse scattered punctures, the mesonotuiu with coarse, thimble¬ 
like punctures on each side of a triangular impunctate space down the 
center; the metathorax is rugulosely reticnlately sculptured, without 
a median sulcus, but with a slight median carina or elevated line 
toward its base, the pubescence at apex dense is silvery white: the 
abdomen is smooth and highly polished, the tirst segment being 
entirely bare: the whitish or silvery white pubescence is distinct and 
somewhat dense' on the sides of the second and third segments, while 
on the following segments, (except the pygidium and the seguK'uts 
medially, it covers most of the surface. The wijigs are as in the pre¬ 
vious species, I'Xcept that the front wings ha\'(‘ a very faint fuscous 
tinge aci’oss their disks, not siilhciently distinct to be called a band. 
Tlie i)i'onotum is transverse-cpiadrate and very nearly as long as the 
mesonotum.

Black and shining, marked with white, 
as follows: A stripe on hind orliits, the front orbits, a large spot on 
ea(‘h side of tin' clypeus anteriorly, a spot at base of the mandibles, 
the ])alpi, excejit the last two joints, the hind margin of the protho¬ 
rax, a s})ot al)ove the bas(' of the front coxne, a spot at the apex of the 
front femora, a spot at base of tibia', the tibial spurs and some of 
the spines of the legs, a stripe at base of hind tibia' heJuxd^ and two 
large, transverse spots at base of tin' third dorsal abdominal segment, 
are white. Wings fuscous, the stigma, except a spot in the center, 
and the veins lieing black or firown-black.

Manila. This interesting species was received from Father W. A. 
Stanton nearly two years ago. It resembles a North American 
species, Spnojumtpihfs {FuttpfJxs) Fabricius, very closely 

and could be easily confounded with it; but it is much smaller, with 
the white markings different. A. hnjxlintxs has the legs wholly lilack, 
without the white stripe at base of the hind tibia', so conspicuous in 
N. stuntoni.

JA//(\—Loiio'tlu inin. l>liu*k and shining, witli the niandibh's, tho 
antt‘nna\ exi’ept the five last joints which are fuscous, and th(‘ Iros. 
exce})t the front eoxie which are black, and the hind frinora which 
are brownish black nn‘dially, ar<^ ferruginous; palpi ytdiowish. 

ddie oblono' hf‘ad is very distinctly punctured, but the i)unctures 
are separated, or only a few here and tht*rt‘ are continent. The clypeus 
is trianoailarly pointed anteriorly, with a distinct median carina that 
extends l)etween the antennav The scai)e of th(‘ antenine is clavate. 
slie’htly curved and a little lon^iu* than the ])edic(‘l and the tii'st joint 
of the llay’(dlum united, the' pedicel ))ein<i-V(M *v little loneei* than thick. 
Tht‘ tii‘st three joints of the tla<i’elluiu an' of an ecpial leno-th. about 
thi-ee and one-half times as lone* as thick, and cylindrical, the follow- 
ine' joints sliehtlv shoi-t(‘ning. dlie d<'pr(‘ssed collar has souk' trans¬ 
verse (‘levat<‘d liiK's. The })ronotuin is distinctly but sparsely ])imctate. 
The mesonotum has two distiiK*t para]>sidal furrows that do not (|uit(‘ 
reach the anterior mare-in, and on either sid(' is a delicate hunn'ral lim>. 
The middle lobe is im])unctate, except a row of minut(‘ t)unctures 
alone- the [)arat)sidal furrows. th(‘ latertil lol)es bidne* sj)arsely but dis¬ 
tinctly punctate. Th<‘ scutellum has a transverse furrow across the 
base and some sparse niinute punctures on its disk. Tin* imdathorax 
is reticulat('ly rue-ulose. The abdoiin'ii is much dt*pr(‘ssed. hie'hly 
l)olished. with t)ubescence toward apex. The tirst see-ment or pc'tiole 
with tiv(*or six e’roo\'es at bas(‘, s(‘]jarated by folds oi* cariine: wine-s 
hyaline, with a slieht fuscous tine-e. Tin* tee-uhe and base of costal 
vein tlavo-testaceous; the otht'i* veins rufo-t('staceous; the stie’ina 
darker or reddish l)rown.

Manila. (Fathei* Ro))ei-t lb-own.) This is the tirst species in the 
e-enus noted from the Philit)pines. 

5. DRYINUS BROWNI, new species. 

Idack; the foui’ termimd joints of the 
antenme. the base of the sca])e, the a])ical margin of the bidentate 
clyiM'us, the i)alt)i, the anterior coxic Ix'iieath and at apex, the middle 
and hind coxa' very narrowly at apex, and the t(‘eth of the long(‘r 
jaw of the claspers of the front h‘gs are white: wings hyaline, with 
two broad fuliginous bands on the front wings, om' before the })asal 
nei'vure, the other much broader extending across the wing from the 
base of the stigma to tlu' at)ex of the radius or stigmal vein; the })ase 
of the stigma is white, corresponding with the white or hyaline band 
across the wing. 
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The sculpture is cluinict(u*i>tic; the liead is linely i‘uo‘ulose, sub- 
optique, with some elevated lines in front of the ocelli, and a delicate 
Carina extending fi*om the front ocdlus anteriorly to hetween the 
antenme; the antenme are slightly thickimed toward apex, the third 
joint l)eing very long and cylindrical, al)out three times as long as the 
scape and ])edicel united; the large pi-othorax has a constriction pos¬ 
teriorly and is longitudinally striated, with a smooth space on its disk 
and at the lower lateral margins; the mesothorax is rugiilose, the 
pleura with some transverse ridges or carinav The mesonotum has 
two delicate parapsidal furi'ows, the middle lohe, except just in front 
of the scutdlum, being smooth and shining, tlie latei*al lolies lieing 
finely, opaqiiel}^ rugulose; the .scutdlum is opaque but not rugulose, 
and Inis four foveie across the base; the metathorax is long and rather 
coarsely reticulated with irregular elevated lines; the abdomen is 
sm(n)tli and highly polished.

^Manila. (Father lioliert Brown.) This is one of the largest and 
handsomest species yet discovered, and will lie found to lie i)ai*asitic 
upon some large Khyngotous insect belonging to the family Fulyo- 
rJ(he or MentheaeUhe, It shows some athnity with D. sttoifoin Ash- 
mead, recently descrilied from the Philippines, but it is fully twice as 
large, quite ditl'ereiitly sculptured, and with clitferent colored antenme 
and legs.

6 . COLOBOPSIS ALBOCINCTA, new species. 

WiftTer. — Length. 7) to 6 mm. Head, except a dusky blotch on 
the forehead, the mandibles, except the teeth, live in number, the 
antenme. the pi’othoiax, except the anteidor margin nai’rowly, and 
the legs, except the coxiv. trochanters, and the tibial s]:airs, the tibiie 
lieneath and the middle and hind tarsi, ferruginous or i-ufous; the 
blotch on the forehead, teeth of mandibles, middle tibia^ beneath, the 
middle and hind tar.si, and the thorax, exce])t the prothorax, are black 
or fuseous-black; the coxa\ trochanters, tibial spurs, and the apical 
margins of dorsal alidominal segments 1, 2, 3, 4, most of the apical 
segment, and the ventei’. white. The head and thorax are very tinely, 
coriaceously seul})tured or tinely, closely punctate, feebly pubescent, 
and with soim' sparse, erect hairs; the head shaped much as in 
(\ contUbm Roger. oi)long-({uadrate, obliquel\^ truncate anteriorly; 
the eyes ])lac(»d far posteriorly at the posterior lateral third: the 
mandibles l>road, coral red, o-dentate; the scale of the abdominal 
lietiole is transverse, seen fi'om the side twice higher than long, the 
u))])er maigin rounded with some sparse, erect hairs; the gaster is 
opa(iue or subopa([ue. microscopically coriaceously sculptured, almost 
^smooth on the white ajiical margins. 
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Ft iHdh . —Leiio'th ().2r» niin. Closely i*es(‘n)l)lt‘s the woi'kei* in sti-ue- 
ture and siz(‘. but a little more I'obust, the thorax of a dilleriait shape, 
convex abov(\ the inesonotiim being fully twice as long as wide, with¬ 
out parapsidal furrows; the humeral gi*ooved line is '^lightly indi¬ 
cated posteriorly: the sentellum is well detined, with theaxilhe widely 
separated. 

The head and thorax ai’e black, veiw tinely closely piuudulati* or 
shagreened, and opatpie, the pronotum and pleura with delicate 
wrinkles: the h^gs are mostly black, with the front <tnd hind tibiae 
outwardly alone rufous, the tibial spurs laung whit(‘: th(' abdomen 
has the whit<‘ markings (lilferent from the woi'ker. The first and sec¬ 
ond dorsal segments have an o))h)ng whiti‘ spot at tludr apical middle 
and a white spot at their lower hind angh‘s: the apex of the third 
dorsal segunmt is margined with Avhite: whih' sonn^ of th(‘ ^'entral 
segments are also inargin(‘d with white, the second broadly so. The 
scale of the petiole is transverse, rounded above. Wings hyaline, or 
only faintly dusky, the stigma and veins yellowish, the basal nervure 
sti'aight. the cubitus arising from above its middle and forked far 
lieyond its union with the radius, which is straight and almost perpen- 
dicular.

7. APHOMYRMEX EMERYI, new species. 

Ftinn/e . — Length iCS mm. Luteous, smooth and impum*tate, with¬ 
out pubescence, the disks of the doi’sal al)dominal segments broadly 
tinged with brownish, the tarsi whitish. The head is oblong, (piad- 
rangular, fully one and a half times as long as wide, the hind maigin 
almost straight, vei\v slightly einai’ginate, the angles romuh^d, the eyes 
oval, black, facetted and ])laced much before the lateral middle: mandi- 
])les rather large, triangulai*. decussate, the masticatory margin very 
broad, the apical half armed with four distinct teeth, the basal half 
apparently edentate; the antemne are apparently liCjointed and widely 
se])arated at base, the scapes not quite attaining the apex of the hea<l: 
the pedicel is obconical, longer than wide at apex, tin' fiagellum siib- 
clavate, gradually thickened toward apex, the clul) not distinctly dif¬ 
ferentiated. The thorax isal)out three' times as long as wide, not wider 
than the head, rounded anteriorly, but with a short, distinct neck: 
posteriorly itisslightly nai'i'owed. the inetathorax with a roundi'd slope: 
tin* inesonotum is convex above, without a trace of ])arapsidal furi'ows. 
The abdomen is comparatively large, elongate o\'al, (*onsideral)ly longer 
than the head and thorax united and much stouter, its base pressing 
close to the metathorax and entirely concealing the scale: the scah' a^ 
seen from the side is wedge-'<ha})ed, the gaster is composed of oidy 
four visible segments, all of an equal length: legs bare, the hind tibial 
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spurs clovoIopinL their tarsi much loiio'cr than the hind tihiie. 

Wings hyaliiHg the veins pale.

Nlanila. I)(‘sei'il»e(l from a single specimen, received from Father 
Brown, found in a vial of alcohol with other small Ilymenoptera. 

The species is named in honor of Pi-of. C. Emery, the eminent 
p]ni'oi)ean inyrmeeologist. who only recently characterized the genus 
A2>h(rin(irine.i‘.

Ft nude. Length '1 mm. Black, with the legs, except the coxiv and 
a spot towai-d the apices of the femora, the last joint of the front tarsi, 
the three last joints of the middle tarsi, and the whole of the hind tarsi, 
which are hlaek oi‘ fuscous, red. IB^ad above and on the temples and 
cheeks reticulately punctate, the fac(' with a (ha^p, smooth emargina- 
tion*. thorax reticulately punctat('. the four lobes of the mesonotnm 
tinely shagreened, the surface near the insertion of the wings lineated, 
the scutellnm and the metathorax reticulated; the abdomen has the three 
basal segments tinely })unctate, the liase of th(‘ second and the petiole 
crenulated, the three apical segments smooth. Wings subhyaline, the 
teguhe ))lack, the subcostal vein testaceous, the marginal, postmarginal 
and stigmal veins ))!ack.

NIanila. (Fathei' IL'own.) This is the first species in the genus to 
be described from Asia, the others b(4ng peculiar to North and South 
America.

g. PENTAMEROCERA PACIFICA, new species. 

Ftnudr . — Length (i.S mm. ITack, highly polished; the antenniv, 
exc(‘pt the last live joints, which are enhng’(A, are dark red. the last 
five joints, which constitute the club, are Idac'k or dark fuscous; the 
legs, including the eoxue, are yellowish red; wings hvaline, the veins 
light brownish, yellowish in the thinner parts. The cu}) of the scutel- 
lum is small, oval, with a pun(‘ture anterioi'ly, and a I'ow of micro- 
sco})ic punctures at the lateral njargins. The tii’st two joints of the 
antemae are oval, about eiiual in size and much stouter than the funichg 
the first joint of the funicle is subclavate, a))oiit thrice as long as thick 
at apex; the following joints to the club gradually become shorter but 
thicker; the club joints are enlarged, oval, all a little longer than 
thick.

Manila. (Fathej- Robert Brown.) This is the first species described 
in the genus from the Philippines. 
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lo. HEXAMEROCERA KIEFFERI, new species. 

FeiixiL. — Lono’th 1.8 nun. Hhifk, highly polished; the anteniueaie 
very dark red, th(' joints of the d-jointed clnb elli])soidal, nearly tliriee 
as lono“ as thick, and I)eautifully tinted; the scape is a little longer than 
the pedicel, which is almost round; the funicle is slender, th(‘ tirst joint 
being about thrice as long** as thick, the second joint hardly two-thirds 
as long as the tirst, wliile the following joints gradually becouje shorter 
and shorter, the last joint being scarcely longei* than thick. 

The cup of the scutelhiin is oval, Hat above, with a lai'ge })uncture pos¬ 
teriorly and two minnt(^ punctures near each latei’al margin. Wings 
hyaline, the veins brownisli yellow, the su])costal vidn pale vellowish.

11. TETRASTICHOIDES BROWNI, new species. 

Ft rnah . — Length 1.8 mm. Aeneous black, the thorax a))ove with 
a slight l)i'assy tinge in certain lights; s(‘ape of tlu' antemne and the 
legs, including the coxag pale yellow: pedicel and llagellum brown- 
black, the lattei’ i)ubescent. AVings livaline, ])ubescent, the veins, 
except the stigmal vein which is brown, yellowish. The whole insect 
is smooth and impunctate, the punctures usually pi*esent on the nieso- 
notum, especially along th(‘ parai)sidal furrows, being entirely absent. 
Idle absence of punctures and tin' color of the legs and antcuune 
render the specit's easily recognized. 

Tffpe. — Cat. No. Slid, U.S.N.AI 

Manila. Only one sjjccimen found in a vial of alcohol with other 
microhymenopti'ra. 

Family ICHNPALMONIILE. 

12. CRATICHNEUMON MANILi®, new species. 

Female. — Length T min. Black; a spot on each side of the clypeus, 
the face, except a median lilack sjiot, the front orbits to liack of the 
eyes, the palpi, an annulus on the anteinv, the uppei' margin of the 
pronotum liroadly on each side to the teguhe, a spot beneath the teg- 
ula3, a large spot on the mesopleura, the post-tegulie and the extreme 
base of the costie, the scutelhim, a spot on laich hind angle of the 
inetathorax, the front coxie, except a reddish spot beneath, the front 
trochanters, the apex of the middle coxa^ and their ti*ochanters, the 
apex of the tirst joint of the hind tarsi, joints 2 and 8 entirely and the 
fourth joint beneath, a band at apex of the tirst segment of abdomen, 
a spot on the hind angles of the second and third segments, a spot on

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tho iiiicldle of llii‘ tifth .segment and tlie dorsums of the sixtli and 
se\'entl) segments, wliite; the rest of tlie legs, except tlie Idnd tibia' 
outwardly and at apex, the ti])ial spurs and the rest of hind tarsi whieli 
are black or fuscous, ai*e red. The head is sparsely punctate, the 
mesonotiim mori' clos(‘l 3 % distinctly punctate, the nudathorax with 
some small, sparse punctures but coinplcdely areolated, the an'ola 
being horse-hoof shaped; tlie ai)domen is sparsely punctate on the 
petiole, thickly, linely, opaquely punctate on the second and third 
segmcjits, while the following segments, except some minute punctures 
on the fourth segment basally, are smooth and shining; the gastrocoeli 
on the second segment are represented by shallow transverse cicatriv^es 
iu‘ai‘ the ])asal lateral angles. Wings hyaline, the veins black or brown- 
black, the inner apical margin of the stigma broadl}" yellowish. 

Cat. No. 8447, U.S.N.^NL 

Manila. (Father Brown.) A beautiful little species and the first 
representative of the tribe Ichneumonini to be discovered in the 
Philippines. 

13. APSILOPS NIGRICEPS, new species. 

Female. — Length, 6 mm.; ovipositor less than one-third the length 
of the abdomen. Head and tlie abdomen, except the first segment and 
a spot at apex, black; the thorax, first segment of abdomen, and the 
legs, exci'pt as hereafter noted, are red; a line on the front tibia' out¬ 
wardly, the first joint of the middle trochanters, the middle tarsi 
more or h^ss, the hind tibia', except a broad annulus at base and the 
hind tarsi more or less, except a narrow annulus at base, are lilack or 
fuscous black: the annuli at base of the hind tiliia' and tarsi, and the 
incisions of tlu' tarsal joints, the palpi, and the large spot at the apex 
of the abdomen, are white. 

The wings are hyaline, but the front pair have two brown-lilack 
transverse bands- a narrow one across from and including the basal 
nervure, and the other, a veiy broad band, across from the stigma, 
leaving only the apex of the wings hyaline; the veins are black or 
brown-black. The head is transverse, sublenticular, the temples veiy 
hat, the eyes very large, occupying the whole sides of the head; the 
thorax is o])aque or subopac(ue, liut with the mesosternum and a large 
spot at the upper hind angles of the mesopleura smooth and shining; 
the mesonotum is opaque, with two distinct parapsidal furrows that 
converge posteriorlv; the metathorax is more or less shining, clothed 
with a whitish pubescence at apex and completely areolated; the 
abdomen is smooth and shining, except segments two and three which 
are finely, closelv, opaquely punctate, except a large spot at their 
apical middle: the other segments, except the first which has some 
sparse, minute punctures toward the base, are smooth and practically 
impunctate.

Keel, will) the iiietathonix, the hind le^\s exee})t sutur(\s of 
ti*ochjinters, femora, an annulus at ])a.se of tibije and tihial spines, apex 
of the third abdominal seg*ment and the following segments, ))laek; 
seutelbim yellow; eyes large, white; the nine or ten basal joints of the 
antenine dusky or blackish a))ove. Wings hyaline, the front paii- 
with two t]‘ansv(‘rse bands a nari’ow one from the basal nervuiv, and 
a much ))i‘oad(‘r one across from the stigma. 

The head is finely rugulose; tlie thoi-ax also is more or less rugulose, 
but the mesoiiotum, except the middle lo]>e anteriorly, is transv(‘rsely 
striated, the middle lo]>e anteriorly veiy smooth; the metathorax is 
rugose, opa(pie, and completely areolated, the ai'eola Ixung pentagonal, 
point(Hl at base; the abdomen is slightly longer than the head and 
thorax united, smooth and shining, except the first thi*(M‘ segments; 
the first segment is longitudinally striated, except a sjiace at its apex; 
the second and third s(\gm(mts are finely, opaquely sculptured, except 
at apical mai’gins where the surface is smooth and shining.

15. CHROMOCRYPTUS ALBOMACULATUS, new species. 

Female , — Length 10 mm.; ovij)ositoi’ half the length of the al)do- 
men. Head, except two large yellowish white spots on vertex, the 
antenmv, except joints T-lrl above which are white, the thoi'ax, (‘xcept 
a spot on the middle mesothoracic lobe ])osteriorly, the seutelbim, a 
spot beneath th(‘ teguhe, a larger spot beneath the insertion of the 
hind wings, the posterior face of the metathorax, including the meta- 
notal teeth, and a spot at apex of abdomen, which are white, ])ase of 
abdominal petiole, and the sheaths of the ovipositor, lilaek; rest of 
the abdomen and the legs, except the front coxa* and trochanters and 
the fir.st three joints of the hind tarsi which are mostly white, red. 
Wings liyaline, the veins bla(‘kish or fuscous, the nai’row stigma tes¬ 
taceous. The eyes are large and occupy nearly the whole sides of

This now o-enus is based upon a single nial(' specinu'n, not in the 
best condition, the tarsi ))eino- more or less broken and not a singh', 
claw left, taken by ^liss C. S. Ludlow, on the islnnd of ^lindanao. 
It is, however, a true Xoridini, but not closely allied to any of th(‘ 
known genera. 

The head is sub(|uadrate, deeply, semicircularly concave ladiind, the 
temples and cheeks buccate; the mandibles are strong, bidentat(‘ at 
apex and project sufficiently to leave a slight opening between them 
and the clypeus; the clypeus has a slight median tooth anteriorly; 
the thoi*ax is long, about five times as long as wide, the pronotum 
deeply, concavely de})ressed into a neck anteriorly; the mesonotum is 
about two and a half times as long as wide, with deep punctate parap- 
sidal furrows that converge posteriorly and then curve and meet just 
before reaching the base of the scutellum; the metathorax is much 
longei’ than wide, Avith a transverse carina toAvard the base, inclosing 
tAvo large basal areas, but without other carime or areas; the legs are 
normal; the abdomen is elongate, much longer than the head and 
thorax united, slightly narroAved anteriorly, the first segment petioli- 
form, only a little thicker at apex than at base. Seen from the side it is 
slightly curved, Avith the spiracles placed a little behind the middle but 
far from its apex; the following segments are closely punctate, opaque, 
Avithout furroAvs or sAvellings of auA" kind; segments 3 to fi are very 
nearly eipial in length, Avider than long, about tAvo-thirds the length 
of the second, Avhich is much longer than Avide at apex — as long, or 
nearly as long, as the first. The Avings hav(‘ a venation similar to a 
Cryptine, the areolet being pentagonal, the sides strongly conveigent 
above, the stigma lanceolate, the submedian cell a little shorter than 
the median; the transverse median nervnre in the hind Avings is angu¬ 
larly broken just a little beloAv the middle. 

This interesting ncAv genus is named in honor of Dr. Richard 
Krieger, of Leipzig, (fermany, Avhose excellent contributions on the 
exotic PlmpUmv are Avell knoAvn to all active Hymenopterologists.
